On 8/13/73, it was determined that an Associated 
Press (AP) article appeared in the 6/10/73, issue of the 
St. Louis,Post-Dispatch, a daily newspaper in St* Louis, 
entitled "U. S. Checking Reports on Korean Agents*” The 
article stated that the United States is attempting to 
verify that agents of the South Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) interfered with at least two meetings of 
Koreans.in this country, one in St, Louis* These attempts 
were described by an unnamed spokesman for the State Dept* 
as attempts to interfere with free assembly. The St. Louis 
incident was described as occurring in April of 1973, when 
120 members of the association of Korean Christian Scholars 
met at Concordia Seminary of the Missouri Synod Lutheran 
Church* The meeting was to discuss, among other things, 
the arrest by the Korean CIA of a Korean Presbyterian 
pastor in Seoul* 'iLfipfr )l/', 

KIM DAO^flJNG, a'former Korean opposition presi¬ 
dential candidate, was scheduled to address the gr oup* At 
one point during the meeting the I ~~J was 

called from the podium to receive a phone call* The 
caller was an agent of the Korean CIA, and the call was 
interpreted as an effort to intimidate them. The other 
incident was described as occurring in San Francisco when 
hecklers attempted to disrupt a meeting at which KIM DAC 
JUNG spoke* When officers seized a heckler. ,a Korean 
diplomat intervened. 

The article quoted JAI HY01J&E2, who resigned 
as head cultural and Information attache for Korea and 
later asked to remain in the United States, as saying 
that CIA agents work out of the Korean Embassy and con¬ 
sulates across the United States conducting illegal sur¬ 
veillances and intimidating Korean residents.

On 9/13/73, Superintendent General LEE Soon-ku, 
Chief, Foreign Affairs Division, KNP, Seoul, Republic of 
Korea (ROK), advised that KNP is sending its first liaison 
representative to the United States within the next month. 
Designated for this position is Senior Police Superintendent 
A HIjLKY-Urhakj who has been a Legat contact since his assign- 
'men't over a year ago in similar liaison capacity at x 

Shimonoseki, Japan. AHN will be assigned to the Korean 
Consulate, Los Angeles, and will probably carry the title 
of Consul. 



Chief LEE advised that Los Angeles was chosen 
as the first KNP liaison post since the Los Angelea area 
includes one of the largest centers of Korean population 
in the United States.

ANNOUNCEMENT 


Following numerous maritime violations over a period-of four months, 
North Korean naval forces launched a.murderous and totally unprovoked 
attack upon two unarmed South>Korean boats fishing on the high seas. In 
the attack, which took place-February IS, 1974, one. boat was immediately 
sunk and 13 crewmen killed or drowned, in .spite of the fact they could 1 
not have successfully resisted even an ordinary ’stop-and-search prodedure 
and 15 others in the remaining boat were abducted to the North KOrea. To 
carpound this affront to ccmmon humanity, ‘North Korea has displayed an 
almost adolescent disdain of International comity and of the law between 
civilized nations in its treatment of the tragedy . Rather than apologiz¬ 
ing for a patent error, it has elected, to dishonor itself further with 
fumbling excuses about "spy” ships, the.established facts notwithstanding. 

The so-called "spy” ships .were two, venerable, 15-year-old, 80 ton 
fishing boats rigged Tor drag net fishing and capable of 8 knots top speed. 
They were manned by family men Well known, in their communities for having 
spent their entire lives as simple fishermen. — not as technical engineers 
of electronic surveillance. As customary , each, boat carried a small radio 
transmitter-receiver and periodically reported their position in plain 
language broadcasts to Inchon, their heme port. 

In view of such inexcusable 1 behavior,, 200,000 Korean-Americans speak 
out with one voice, in the name‘.of friendship to your people and to your 
government, to ask for your support and cooperation in their effort to 
persuade ' 

1) North Korea to return immediately these abducted fathers, husbands, 
Sons;and brothers to their grieving families awaiting them in the 
South. 

2) North Korea to pay. reparations; to the bereaved families of the in¬ 
nocent victims who were so Wantonly, slaughtered by, NOrth Korean 
Naval forces. 

3) North Korea to pay for the boat it sunk during its unprovoked att¬ 
ack and return the remaining fishing boat to its rightful owners. 

4) North Korea* to deeply apologize for the ’tragic results' of the Sav¬ 
age behavior of those who represented it in this incident.
